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On Friday 9th May, 1958? wc witnessed an innocent individual 
fall victim to a miscarriage of justice which sensationally 
closed the widely publicised mock trial arranged by the Law 
Society* Charged before Mr. Justice O^Lonovan was . Christopher 
Michael Jay, secretary of the Berracan U. Ltd*, an ailing 
publishing Company. Both were charged v/ith the attempted mur- 
der of ¥*0o Ronio As the trial progressed, it became clear that 
even if Jay was guilty, the evidence could not possibly have 
convicted him before an impartial jury. The fact that owing 
to the shortage of time oaused by the delaying tactioa of the 
l>roi»eQutloh» the aooused was unable to make a sworn statement 
and be cross-examined, was used to bolster up the 'evidence of 
several extremely dubious witnesses.
